policy which pays only for drugs 
and medicines, although some 
group plans and other plans for 
persons over 65 yeurs of age are 
available with such benefits. 

Major medical expense in- 
surance, however, neips pay fur 
all preseribed drugs and medi- 
-cines both while you are in a 
hospital and «at home con- 
valescing. Major medical in- 
surance also helps pay for ¢ 
hospital and medical-surgical ex- -( 
penses. 

According to the United States 
Public Health Service, the average 
American spends $20.50 a year 
on prescribed and non-prescribed 
medicines.

OUTBOARD more 
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Tax Refunds to 
Take Ten Weeks 


Detroit, Mich. — Ten weeks 
from the date a Federal income 
tax return calling for a refund 
is mailed, the taxpayer should 
have either his check or a letter 
explaining why if is held wp, 
Thomas A. Cardoza, District Dt- 
rector of Internal Revenue for 
Michigan, said today. 

A taxpayer who has not heard 
about his refund should, there- 
fore, wait ten weeks before writ- 
ing IRS. Most taxpayers will 
find their inquiry unnecessary ff 
they wait this long, Mr. Cardoze 
said. 

Millions of tax returns are 
handled every filing. season at 
the Centrsl Service Center which 
serves Michigan taxpayers, That 
many returns makes it practical- 
ly impossible to locate a particu- 
lar return and to answer any 
questions about it until process- 
ing cycles are complete. 

If it does become necessary to 
write, the taxpayer should indi- 
cate ‘where and when he filed his 
fetura and give his name, ad- 
dress and Cocial Security num-
